WEDNESDAY........ NOVEMBER 22, 188 
DEATH OF THURLOW WEED. 


The GazxErre’s dispatches bring in- 
telligence of the death of Thurlow 
Weed, the veteran journalist, this 
morning, at the ripe age of 85 years. 
He was born at Cairo, Greene county, 
New York, on the 15th of November, 
1797. He was but a child when he 
began to work for a living. At 10 he 
was a cabin boy on a Hudson river 
boat, and at 12 working for a printer 
in Catskill. This engagement was an 
apprenticeship of his own seeking. 
When the war of 1812 began young 
Weed volunteered in- the American 
army. At his majority he owned a 
newspaper. Twice elected to the As- 
sembly of the Empire State, he never 
afterwards accepted a pulitical posi- 
tion, however important, honorable or 
remunerative. Mr. Weed was a clever 
party manager, and was given a large 
share of the credit due to the men 
who secured the election of De Witt 
Clinton as Governor of New York. 
IIe assumed editorial charge of the 
Albany Evening Journal in the year 
1830. His endeavors in behalf of 
William Henry Harrison, Zachary 
Taylor, Winfield Scott, Fremont and 
Lincoln, nominated for the Presidency, 
are historic. When Mr. Weed visited 
Europe, in 1861, he was received with 
marked distinction, due to a promi- 
nent journalist, politiciaa and diplo- 
matist. He retired from the Albany 
Evening Journal in 1862, but so lately 
as 1880 contributed to its columns in 
the shape of an article recording his 
half a century’s connection with pub- 
lic life.

Extracts From the Dairy of one of the 
Jeannette Victims. 
Wasuineton, Nov. 21. 
Dr. Collins of Minneapolis brother 
of Jerome Collins of the Jeannette 
expedition is here. In an interview 
he reiterates his charge against De 
Long and Melville for their bad treat- 
ment of his brother. Among other 


things he furnishes extracts from his 


brother’s diary aiter the sinkiog of the 
Jeannette. It says: We are pre- 
paring to go south. Nothing is ready. 
We started with à rush and burst three 


sleds. There is no experience govern- 
ing our movements, resulting in 
mess of the worst kind. The men are 
growling, among themselves at the 
mismanagement.” The notes show 
that Collins killed the most game 
on the retreat. After a vivid 
description of a terrible fight 
with the elements in an open 
boat, he says: “I never experienced 
suck misery. We were wet by every 
sea, trembling with cold and hopeless, 
excepting in the mercy of an Almighty 
God. We sat jammed together for 
nearly 72 hours, when we sighted the 
low coast of the Lena delta. Five 
days and nights were we in the open 
boats, and then had to haul the boats 
a mile and a half, and over the pack 
in a storm. The second day after 
reaching the Lena delta he writes: 
“The general plan of running the ma- 
chine, which has been our bane 80 
long, still holds like a leech, and 
sucks our chances of escape away. 
Our allowance is half a pound of meal 
per day.” The suffering from hunger 
is then described in pitifal language. 
The last entry was made September 
30. The doctor says he can establish 
the utmost cruelty of the treatment 
of his brother all through the trip. 
Even at the time when Melville was 
inscribing the names of De Long’s 
party on the cross raised over their 
graves, he placed his name, although 
the scientist of the party, under the 
head of sailors, simply “J. J. Collins.“ 


Death of Thurlow Weed. 
New York, Nov. 22. 

The Tribune says: At an early hour 
this morning Thurlow Weed was be 
lieved to be dying. He was found to 
be unconscious yesterday morning and 
only rallied ence in the course of the 
day, when he recognized his daughter.

He suffers no pain, but his 
body is worn out, and he is slowly 
but surely passing away.

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ANOTHER NEW CEREAL. 
A Grain with an Unlimited Capacity to 
Stand Drought, 
Millemaise is the name given to a 
new cereal which has been introduced 
in South Carolina. It is found in Co- 
lombia, South America, and furnishes 
the main food of the people there. It 
also makes good fodder for stock. The 
cakes made from it are described as 
better than corn cakes. The Savan- 
nah Guane Company’s chemist pro- 
nounces it superior in food qualities 
to wheat. It has been grown experi- 
mentally in South Carolina for several 
years, producing at the rate of from 


50 to 
ONE HUNDRED BUSHELS PER ACRE. 


The Rev. H. H. Pratt, the missionary 
who brought the plant from South 
America, gives these further particu- 
lars in regard to it: “The plant is 
allied to the sorghum and Guinea corn 
families, and should not be planted 
where there is any danger of mixing 
them. The grain is smaller and more 
mealy than the Guinea corn, the 
heads are larger and more compact, 
and the color is milk white instead of 
red. It differs from the sorghum in 
this, that the sugar it contains is fully 
converted into corn when the grain 
matures—as the pith of the green 
stalks becomes as dry and tasteless as 
that of Indian corn when the stalk is 
dead. In Barranquills, on the coast, 
where we have a dry season (which is 
really a drought) of five or six months’ 
continuance, I have had it planted in 
my garden, and after it had ripened 
one crop of seed, I have cut it down 
to the roots, in the midst of this dry 
season, and had 


A SECOND CROP, 


Of inferior quality, of course, to 
shoot up at once from the roots. I 
have been told that a third crop of 
fully ripened seed can thus be made 
from a single plant. I do not know 
what this can imply (for the soil at 
this season gets dry as a potsherd and 
nearly as hard), unless it means that 
above most other plants it lives off the 
atmosphere, which there certainly is 
densely charged with moisture from 
the sea. It was this unlimited capaci- 
ty to stand drought which induced me 
to bring the seed home, in the belief 
that it would be of incalculable serv- 
ice to our Southern States, where our 
crops so often fail from drought.”
